REMARKS 

Claims 16-25 are presented for examination and have been amended to 
define still more clearly what Applicants regard as their invention. The changes made are 
all intended merely to clarify the claim language, and do not narrow the scope of any 
recitation. Claims 16-18, 20, 22, and 24 are in independent form.
